executive session transcript in Post Mortem you'll get a glimpse of this, more if vou 
read the transcript of six days leter, in Whitewash IV. 

However, die coming exploitation of tho /lmiiversary may generate new pressure 
and with luck night lead to an lionest investigation. So, it is worth tho time and 
effort to make your desires known to the House and Senate. 

What olse can you do? Inform yourself and try to inform others. Groat as are 
the odds against it, this is the way the system is supposed to work and we should 
each of us try to make it work. I see the Warren ^eport as a great subversion of 
our system, the same being true about the errant executive agencies. 

Groat as those odds are, I give testimony to the fact that they can be overcome. 

Ihe FBI’s corruption in one of my early Freedom of Information lawsuits led the 
Congress to amend the Act to open the FBI and CIA. files and you are, I think, old 
enough to recall what then did come out. Sure, they found ways to clamp down again, 
but we did do much good with tliat success and despite official efforts we continue to 
get benofots from it.

What remains is for the 
successor governments to acknowledge this. I doubt if it is possible to do more now.
